In a bombing attack on the 
Celebes and Borneo, an enemy 
destroyer and a transport were 
sunk, and a gunlm.it and ll 
freighters damaged. Gen. Doug­ 
las Alae Arthur reported.

London, Nov. 25-—The Ger­ 
mans hurled lf) to 12 divisions 
against three Allied Armies in 
the Aachen sector today in the 
greatest battle of the western 
front, while unconfirmed report* 
declared Allied patrols already 
were probing across the Rhine 
river at Strasbourg. 
A front dispatch said French 
armor and American Infantry 
had cleared the Germans from 
all but one small bridgehead In 
Strasbourg 
and 
reported 
the 
Rhine crossing. 
The crossing from the great 
French city on the now rain- 
swollen Rhine wa* probably by 
reconnaissance patrols seeking 
to measure German strength 
massed in the Siegfried line and 
formidable hills and mountains.

Instead, they appointed a co m ­ 
m ittee to meet on baseball policy 
in Chicago, November 17, 1944. and 
it was then, while Landis still was 
hospitalized they gave him a vote 
of confidence by recom m ending he 
la* 
re-elected for a n o th er seven- 
year term to the office he had serv­ 
ed so well for almost 25 years. 
T h eir 
recom m endation 
virtually 
assured th a t Landis would be re ­ 
turned for another term to base­ 
ball- the game he had loved and 
fought for for almost two and a half 
decades, the game th a t laid m ade 
him one of the most noted an d pic­ 
turesque figures of everyday A m er­ 
ican life. 
In New York, Ford Frick, presi­ 
dent, of the National league, said: 
Tt Is a great shock to m e.” 
Frick, former new spaperm an, was 
closely associated with Landis for 
m any years.
